Response to Amendment 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action, filed on October 29, 2004, is persuasive, as already admitted by the Examiner in the last 
Advisory Action, and therefore, the finality of that action is herein being withdrawn and the 
Applicant's amendments will be entered accordingly. 

Furthermore, in order to advance prosecution and/or to pass the case to allowance, the 
Applicant is invited to amend independent claim 1 as previously discussed over the phone and as 
shown below. 

Claim 1. 

A method in a computer system for assessing brand recognition of trade marks or service 
marks, comprising the steps of: 

a) generating one or more generic or non-user specific shopping lists before a user accessing 
an interface device; 

b) displaying the one or more shopping lists to the user when the user accesses the interface 
device; 

c) displaying concurrently one or more related trade marks or service marks, on the 
interface device, as an activation mechanism, wherein an enticement or giveaway is displayed 
next to one trade mark or service mark to thereby induce the user to select such a mark and 
wherein actuating by the user at least one of the displayed trade marks or service marks causes at 
least one of the displayed shopping lists to be printed for the user; 

d) measuring the effectiveness or visual impact of the one or more displayed trade marks or 
service marks by determining which one of the one or more displayed trade marks or service 
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marks was used by the user as an activation mechanism to print the at least one of the displayed 
shopping lists; 

e) determining overtime the overall effectiveness of the one or more displayed trade marks 
or service marks as activation mechanism by tracking or counting the number of times each 
displayed trade mark or service mark is used to print each one of the displayed shopping lists; 

f) charging a sponsor or advertiser, associated with a displayed trade mark or service mark, 
a service fee each time a user uses the sponsor's mark to print a displayed shopping list based on 
a predefined pricing arrangement
